Athlone Revisited. 


A correspondent writes:—I spent an 
agreeable week-end on the Shannon. Ever 
since I discovered Athlone some time ago, 
I have recommended it to friends as a 
wonderfully pleasant base for a long week- 
end holiday. It is an airy, clean little 
town of silvery stone, set amid green and 
golden pasture land. 

Strolling in the hotel garden after 
breakfast and wondering whether the 
clouds would lift, I encountered a gardener 
who proved to kt» the perfect optimist. 
He came down his avenues of sweet peas 
and greeted me with a smile as happy as 
his flowers. 

"Twill be a fine day, sir,” said he; 
“for the swallows is ‘flying high. The 
swallow is the bird I put my trust in. I 
put more trust in the swallow than in the 
glass.”’ 

“ But,” said I, “I saw swallows flying 
Jow as well—skimming the river.” 

‘“Ah, yes, sir, but there was more of 
them rising.” Then he added the perfect 
motto for the melancholy: ‘‘ It’s the bird 
that rises that I would put my trust in.'' 


On the River. 


Sure enough, it turned out a glorious 
day after an early smirr of rain. I found 
Mr. Frank Browne, the boat builder—the 
friend of every Jover of the Shannon for 
this forty years past—et the quay, where 
he was proudly displaying S’cuse Me, his 
racing hydroplane. A pair of friends 
leaving Ireland for India recently visited 
Athlone to get plans for the construction 
of similar craft in the land of their 
adoption. 

On the river floated Mr. Lester’s 

beautiful little cutter-rigged yacht, with 
the trophy flags of eight victorious races 
fluttering in a string. Dr. Delany’s large 
and sumptuous motor yacht and his 
brother’s yet larger craft were coming 
through the lock on the way to Carrick- 
on-Shannon for the regatta to be held 
there. 
Mr. Browne sent one of his boats down 
the river with a party of American 
students, which I had the pleasure to join, 
as far as Clonmacnoise. This is a ten- 
mile sail, and one of the most pleasant 
trips that one could make. 


Saint Ciaran’s City. 


The little voyage is through low-lying 
country by winding water. The view of 
far-extending pastures, with little white 
farmsteads standing in the shelter of 
sparse trees, reminds one of Normandy. 
Up from the riverside rushes bird-flocks 
rise to wheel across the spacious sky. 

Exceptionally beautiful is the sight of 


swans, with outstretched necks, affrighted 


by the boat, riring ‘with a whirr at a low 
angle like water-planes until they gain 
velocity, then to beat white wings above 
the river and to circlé in a glitter of 
feathered candour. The sight explains 
the origin of the vale of the enchanted 
Children of Lir. 

At last, after much winding between 
meadows, odorous of new-mown hay, we 
“ Saint 
Ciaran’s city fair,’’ lifting its round 
towers and ancient walls above the green 
and silver plain. 

Always I have ranked Clonmacnoise and 
Cashel as the two most impressive relics of 
Irish antiquity, but I never had seen 
Clonmacnoise from the river; and by this 
approach I now declare that it outclasses 
Cashel. The spacious simplicity of the 
scene in which it is set adds to its dignity, 
and you can easily imagine that you are 
seeing it as it was seen in tie days of 
Charlemagne, when it was one of the 
famous cities of Europe, or in the days of 
Turgesius, when the plundering ga'ieys 
sailed up the Shannon to desecrate its 
altars.

Earl of Castle Stewart's Birthday. 


The Earl of Castle Stewart, who has 
just attained his 40th birthday, 16 
probably unique in the Irish Peerage as 
having served in the teaching profession ;

Cambridge University and the University 
of Paris. 

His lordship served during the 
European War as an officer in the 
Machine Gun Corps, and was mentioned 
in despateles. In 1920 he married Miss 
Eleanor Guggenheim, an American 
heiress, and succeeded his father as the 
seventh Earl in 1921. The Irish seat of 
the Castle Stewarts is at Castle Stewart, 
County Tyrone, and the holder of the 
title also holds a baronetcy of Nova 
Scotia, 

The present Earl is descended from Sir 
Walter Stewart, who, with his father, 
the Duke of Albany, was beheaded in 
1429. The first Lord Castle Stewart, who 
was born in 1560, was the first Gentleman 
of the Bedchamber to James I., and a 
General of Artillery. He was granted the 
title of Viscount Castle Stewart in 1793, 
and was advanced to an earldom in 1800.

Many people in this country have 
taken to the breeding of Angora rabbits 
for their fur, which can made a 
pleasant and profitable ion, but 
considerable. experience is necessary, and 
the really “successful breeders are those 
who regard it as a whole-time job. The 
rabbit, however, is not the only small 
animal from. which valuable fur can be 
obtained, In North America there is an 
enormous trade in the skins of muskrats, 
or musquashes, large numbers being ex- 
ported to Europe. Following on the dis- 
covery that the muskrat ‘will flourish in 
any country where there “is plenty of 
marsh land available, a farm for breed- 
ing purposes has just been. started in 
Seotland. If this experiment is smecess- 
ful, and the experts appear to be sure of 
it, why should it not extended to Ire- 
land? Muskrats, which are twice the 
size of ordinary rats, breed three times a 
year, four to eight in a litter, and live en 
ordinary vegetables. The cost of stock- 
ing a farm is not excessive, and the skins 
fetch about 10s. each in the open market. 
The rats could not be kept in a garden, 
because they burrow underground. The 
entrance to their burrows is usually under 
water, so that a marshy field, well wired 
in, with a stream running through it, 
would be an ideal location The true 
muskrat, by the way, has nothing to do 
with musk, which enduring perfume is 
obtained from the muskdeer, although 
another kind of rat, called the desman, 
gives out a similar odour. 


‘Bus Shower Baths. 


Travelling in a ‘bus on the afternoon 
of the recent thunderstorm in Dublin, I 
found considerable amusement in watching 
another ‘bus a short distance ahead of 
us plough through a miniature lake in 
one of. the flooded areas, turning it into 
a veritable fountain. The body of the 
‘bus, of course, did not escape altogether ; 
tut it could have done with a wash, anv- 
way. Now it was our turn. But just as 
we dived into the thick of it, a third ’bus 
passed us on our right. Up shot the 
spray in all directions. Synchronously, a 
great howl of mortification rose from 
within our “bus; for, in spite of the 
elements, I, being myself a lover of fresh 
air, had opened one of the windows, and 
it had been overlooked in the excitement 
of the moment. I ‘‘ got over ” the shower 
of abuse very quickly, but I am only now 
recovering from the deluge of dirty, 
slimy water. 


Ghe Curie Hospital. 


In September or October of this year 
an interesting building will be opened in 
Hampstead. It is the Marie (Curie 
Hospital for Women, where they will be 
treated for cancer by means of radium, 
discovered by Madame Curie in 1898. 
Three nations contributed to the pre- 
liminaries of this great discovery. In 
1895, Sir Wiliiam Crookes invented the 
tube, which goes by his name, and 
Professor Réntgen found the rays which 
are called after him. Then came the 
work of Becquerel in Paris. and his dis- 
covery of radio-activity in 1896. Follow- 
ing him came Professor Curie and his 
young wile from Poland, and, after 
immense labour, her discovery of radium. 
Crookes, Réntgen and Becquerel have 
passed away; Professor Curie was killed, 
very young, by a motor car in the streets 
of Paris; but Madame Curie is still alive 
and well, and it is hoped that she will 
herself open the building devoted to a 
cure made possible by her researches of 
thirty-one, years ago.

Srr,—May I be permitted to _oint c t that 
the present Irish Bank rate is only one half 
per cent. over the English rate, not one per 
cent., as stated by some of your ot.erwise 
well-informed correspondents? It is remark- 
able that both Mr. @einessy, of the 
Bankers’ Committees, and their Editor, Mr. 
Eaton, in their several statements ignore the 
error. Perhaps, this may be accounted for 
by the fact that for many a long year the 
Irish rate is always one per cent. over the 
Bank of England rate, as evidenced by the 
Bank of Ireland record. 

Both of these gentlemen confuse the real 
issue, I venture to submit. They do not 
define the action or working of a given bank 
rate upon all loan transactions.  Suorily 
and simply, the Bank Rate is_ the 
working basis governing all accommodation 
or loan charges. Securities are carefully 
graded by competent officials, and interest 
is charged or agreed according to the risks 
involved. ‘‘So much over, or under 
bank rate” as the case may be, 
is the usual stipulation of the cross- 
Channel banker. Thus, assuming a five per 
cent. bank rate an English rverchant may be 
charged anything from a half per cent. to ten 
per cent., whereas, with a six per cent. bank 
rate. the same transaction would work out In 
the final figure to eleven per cent. 

British banking practice provides British 
merchants with a trading advantage of fully 
one per cent. over the Irish trader. The 
necessity and importance of cheap money as 
the incentive to trade and cnterprise is fully 
recognised in England. To it may largely be 
traced the prosperity England enjoys and in 
this prosperity the English banks have shared 
abundantly.— Yours, etc.,

If I buy and pay for a horse, a cow or a 
bicycle, and if the vendor refuses to deliver 
the goods, the courts of law will compe! 
such defaulting vendor to carry out his 
bargain; but the suppliers of the Vartry 
water insist on payment in advance (in the 
shape of water rates) for the whole year, and, 
so far from carrying out the contract to 
supply water for which payment has heen 
made, they cut off the water supply for 
twelve hours out of the twenty-four. This 
failure to carry out their undertaking raises 
several interesting questions, answers to 
which would be welcomed by the many 
sufferers. : 

(1) Is there no legal remedy for the sufferers 
from failure of the service for which pay. 
ment has been demanded and made? ’ 

(2) Is there plenty of water at Roundwood: 
and is the shortage now caused :— 

(a) By the pi from Roundwood to the 
Stillorgan rvoir being of insufficient 
capacity to carry the water from 
Roundwood to the Stillorgan Reservoir’ 

(b) By the addition of a 24-inch outflow 
made to carry water to the North side 
of Dublin? 

(3) Did the controllers of the Vartry water 
supply make any inquiry whether the Stil. 
lorgan Reservoir could supply the additional 
outflow of a 24-inch main besides providing 
for the outflow already required and paid for 
by the dwellers on the South side? 

(4) What measures were taken to secure an 
additional inflow from Roundwood to the 
Stillorgan Reservoir to provide for this huge 
added. outflow? 

(5) What measures (if any) are now to he 
taken to supply residents on the South side 
of Dublin with the water for which they have 
paid in the shape of water rates?

TOWN PLANNING BILL.

DUBLIN CHAMBER TO TAKE 
ACTION. 


At a meeting of the Council of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce on Monday—Mr. D. 
J. Cogan in the chair—it was decided to 
oppose Section 7 of the Town Planning Bill, 
1929, which deals with the alteration in value 
of premises affected by a town planning 
scheme. 

OUTDOOR RELIEF. 

An extract from the Zrish Times, dated 
3rd August, 1929, was read, reporting the 
formation of a committee from representa- 
tives of the Dublin Union Commissioners, the 
Dublin City Commissioners, the Dublin 
County Council, Balrothery Union, and Rath- 
down Union, to consider a scheme for home 
assistance under the Local Government 
(Temporary Provisions) Act, 1923, which 
would place the metropolitan city and county 
in the same position as the other counties. 

The Secretary was directed to make in- 
vestigations and report thereon. 


THE COMPANIES ACT, 1917. 

The Council referred to the Law, Parlia- 
mentary and Municipal Committee a request 
from the Association of Chambers of Com- 
merce of the Irish Free State to consider 
whether, on the grounds that the Companies 
(Particulars as to Directors) Act, 1917, was 
a war measure, a request should be made 
for the withdrawal ot Sec. 2 (2), which 
applies Sections 18 and 19 of the Registra- 
tion of Business Namés Act, 1916, to all 
companies registered, since 22nd November, 
1916, and requires the publication of direc- 
tors’ names on all business letters, etc., on 
which the name of the company appears. 


THE LATE SIR M. DOCKRELL. 

In moving a vote of sympathy with the 
relatives, Mr. E. H. Andrews expressed the 
very great regret with which the members 
heard of the death of Sir Maurice Dockrell, 
D.L. Sir Maurice had been a member of 
the Chamber from the year 1885, and was a 
member of the Council in 1920, 1921, and 
1922.

DROWNED RETURNING FROM 
REGATTA.

An inquest was held at Innishirrer Island, 
eight miles off Bunbeg, by Dr. , N. 
Walker, Deputy Coroner, on the body of 
Maurice J. McGarvey, who lost his life 
coming from Burtonport Regatta on Julv 
30th. 

The evidence of Tim McGarvey, John 
Ferry and James O'Donnell, was to the effect 
that they left Innishirrer Island on the morn- 
ing of the Burtonport Regatta; they raced 
their boat there, and left for home in the 
evening. Off Gola there was a strong wind 
and high sea running, and they were in full 
sail. McGarvey was in the centre of the 
boat, and, as heavy rain came on and his 
oilskins were ‘“‘forrard” in the boat, 
deceased got up and bent over the thwarts 
and pulled his oilskins towards him. At 
that moment a heavy squall struck the boat 
and heeled her over, and McGarvey was 
thrown overboard. Having full way on, it 
was some time before the boat was got round, 
and returned to the scene of the accident. 
The search was kept up for some time with- 
out avail. A lighter boat, which was sailing 
behind, also took part in the search, but the 
body was not found. 

Dr. C. Carr, M.O., Bunbeg, who examined 
the body of the deceased, said that in his 
opinion the cause of death was asphyxia, due 
to drowning. There were no marks of 
violence. 

A verdict of accidental drowning was re- 
turned, and sympathy was extended to the 
relatives of the deceased.

A verdict of suicide while temporarily 
insane was recorded at the “inquest at 
Windsor last night on Mr. Hugh - lacnaghten, 
Vice-Provost of Eton, whose body was re- 
covered from the Thames this morning. Mr. 
Macnaghten, who was sixty, had been staying 
at the Etonian Country Club on the river 
bank. He went for a stroll in the grounds 
late on Saturday night, and failed to return. 

Mr. ‘l'erence Macnaghten told the Coronet 

his brother had suffered from depression, due 
to rheumatic gout... Dr,.Attley, of Eton, who 
had attended Mr. Macnaghten, expressed the 
opinion that his mind had been failing, his 
troubles having been ‘Increased by his acute 
goutical condition. 
' A strange incident on the river bank ‘was 
described by George Coker, club porter, who 
said that while on his usual round of the 
rounds about midnight he saw a man stand. 
ing a few yards from the river bank. The 
figure disappeared over the river bank, and 
Coker heard a splash Coker then called Mr. 
Niblett, club steward. They saw the head 
of a swimmer a few yards from the bank, 
and called out, but got no answer. The 
figure continued swimming,’’ said Coker 
“and the last time I called out I got an 
indistinct reply. 1 thought it was, ‘I am all 
right.’”’ The figure kept on swimming, and 
1 lost sight of it. Coker said he did not 
think the figure was that of Mr. Macnaghten, 
who was wearing a light suit, whereas this 
man was in a dark suit. A police witness 
expressed the opinion that Coker was de- 
ceived by the darkness. 


FAMILY EMIGRATION. 


SALVATION ARMY SCHEME’S 
FIRST GROUP. 


A scheme for the training and settlement 
oversea of families from the distressed areas 
was initiated some time ago by the Salvation 
Army, and last Saturday the first 10 families 
under this scheme left Liverpool for Australia 
by the ss. Baradine. 

The men, who had undergone a period of 
about three months’ training on private farms, 
were mostly selected from mining districts in 
the North of England. It was at first pro- 
posed that they should be frained on the 
Salvation Army farm at Hadleigh, in Essex, 
but it was eventually decided that it would be 
more advantageous to have them trained 
locally where¥er that might be possible. 
Many farmers were found willing to take men 
for the purpose of doing odd jobs and un- 
skilled work which did not necessitate dis- 

lacing skilled men already engaged on the 
Nos Work of this nature has been useful 
to the farmers, and has also given the men 
an introduction to elementary agriculture. 
Having received this training in England in 
the spring and early summer, the selected 
men will arrive in Australia in the Australian 
summer season, when the work on which they 
will start in their new homes will be similar 
to that on which they were engaged before 
leaving England. In this respect the training 
of men for Australia is an easier matter than 
the training of men for Canada, where the 
seasons coincide with those of England. 

While the men selected under the scheme 
are in training, their wives and children are 
given a reasonable maintenance allowance, 
and, so far as possible, enabled to see some- 
thing of farm life in this country. They are 
also provided with the necessary medical 
attention to ensure that each member of the 
family shall be physically fit to go oversea. 
The Salvation Army guarantees to place the 
settlers in work, and will remain in touch 
with them until satisfactory settlement is 
effected. There is also a guarantee to the 
farmer in Australia that if, after a trial of a 
month, the new arrival proves to be unsuit- 
able, he will be found another job without 
expense to the farmer. 

The total estimated cost of the scheme is 
£128 10s. a family, and towards this sam the 
Oversea Settlement Department and the Coal- 
fields Distress Committee have agreed to 
contribute £74 5s. It is hoped to extend the 
scheme to 200 families in the distressed areas.

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TREVES EXCAVATIONS.

A GREAT RELIGIOUS CENTRE. 


The Times Frankfurt Correspondent says : 
Excavation in the so-called ‘‘ temple dis- 
trict’’ at Tréves, on the River Moselle, 
which has been going on since 1924, has been 
discontinued through lack of funds. Only 
one-half of the district has been explored, 
but there has been brought to hight what is 
claimed to be the most extensive religious 
centre to the north of the Alps. 

About 60 places of worship, including 
temples, chapels, a theatre, and dwellings for 
poi have been found, chiefly devoted to 
ocal deities. The discoveries illustrate the 
tolerance which the Romans usually showed 
to any kind of worship, provided it was car- 
ried on ontside their settlements, and the 
excavations have revealed the existence of a 
nimber of hitherte unknown Germanic 
deities. Among the finds reported are a 
perfectly preserved bronzed statuette of 
Hermes and a life-size torso in marble of 

‘ana, as well as a statue of Mitheas 

The excavations have provided a new 
aspect of the foundation of the City of 
Below the stone buildings of the 
period of Augustus there were remains of 
wooden buildings, apparently belenging to 
the last centuries before Christ. The Franks 
used the Roman remains as foundations for 
their own buildings. 

Traces of a settlement of the Bronze Age 
(about 1000 s.c.) have also been discovered

DEATH UNDER AN AUSTHETIC. 
The death of a North Devon Boy Scout, 
Thomas Edmund Stevens, of Appledore, 
while attending the Jamboree at Birkenhead, 
was the subject of an inquest at Birkenhead 
vesterday. 

The boy, it was stated, arrived at Arrowe 
Park on July 29, apparently in good health. 
It was not until August 8 that he complained 
of feeling ill He was then taken to. the 
Birkenhead Hospital, where it was found that 
he was suffering from peritonitis, and was in 
a collapsed condition, his heart being in a 
bad state. An operation was decided upon, 
but while an anesthetic was being 
administered the boy stopped breathing on 
two occasions, and before the operation began 
he again ceased to breathe. An injection was 
given, and later the heart was massaged, but 
without sucecss. 

The Deputy Coroner, Mr. Percy Hughes, 
found that death was due to peritonitis, 
following a perforated appendix, accelerated 
by the administration of an anesthetic. He 
added that no blame could be attached to the 
doctors.

ENGLISH PEOPLE INJURED IN

HUSBAND POISONING 
SCANDAL. 
NINETY-EIGHT ARRESTS

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 
BUDAPEST Tuesday. 

Arrests in the strange husband-poisoning 
scandal in the Provinee of Szolnok have now 
reached the fantastic total of ninety-eight 
with cases against fifty-one widows, proved 
by the exhumation of their luckless spouses. 
The official investigation has spread from 
the village of Eiszakurt, where the police 
first discovered the “nest” of murderous 
wives, to the neighbouring communities of 
Nagy-Nev and Ujkecske. 
hirteen new atrests were made yesterday, 
all women, making a total of fifty-one, and 
against all of them the evidence resulting 
from exhumations is, over-whelming. 
All the arrested and the remainder under 
suspicion have been transferred to the prison 
at Szolnok, the capital of the province, lest 
the males in the region rise and storm the 
village lock-ups to revenge their brothers and 
friends who cave been done to death by the 
ruthless ‘‘ poison cult.” . 
The sleuths who brought the whole busi- 
ness to light knew their medieval history 
well. In the Middle Ages in this part of the 
world it was the village midwife who, ir 
addition to the norma) task of bringing life 
into the world, was charged surreptitiously 
with the grisly task of lopping off dead 
branches in many family trees. The midwife 
knew how to cure corns, dandruff, administer 
love philtres and drive bad spirits away—she 
also knew how to cure old age—arsenic was 
the favourite remedy.

ease; at Tiszakurt pointed its finger to 
two midwives, Mesdames Dazekas and Panai. 
These two portly dames had amassed sizeable 
fortunes for this part of the world. 
Mesdames Fazekas and Papai fled and 
hung themselves from the rafters of their 
kitchen when they heard the hand of the 
law knocking against their door. Then ac: 
cusations against the dead that amounted to 
confessions began to pour in. It appeared 
that the two women had gone abeut 
sedulously since 1911 to vVarioug households 
where the husbands were either blind. 
doting, or in some way ‘‘troublesome,’’ and 
offered their services. 

One of the accused, who had been more 
frequently blackmailed by the pair, made 
use of them on seven occasions—althongh 
examination of the stomach contents in most 
cases has revealed the fact that arsenic had 
been administered. It seems that a number 
of enterprising wives had used toad stools 
on their own initiative. 

The state of mind of the women who made 
this holocaust possible is described by Father 
Laszo Toth, Pastor of Tiszaknrt. The 
whole district is Calvinist. “ The peasants 
hereabouts are mean and grasping, and think 
only of money and comfort. All the women 
who somehow seem stronger than the 
are married two or three times. Spirituality 
does not exist. My Church is empty, al- 
though I must admit that among the accused 
are several of my few faithful women who 
have been active in all kinds of parish 
work.”’ 

An examination of the Coroner’s records 
reveals that the unlucky husbands died of 
‘“prolonged stomachache.’’ One of the most 
curious features of the whole scandal is the 
sudden run on the Coroner’s office by scores 
of widows, who came: by that distinction 
honestly, who want their dead helpmates ex 
humed and examined, so that they should be 
exonerated from the suspicion.

In October a preliminary meeting of 
experts will be held in London to draw 
up agenda for the Imperial Conference, 
the date of which has been fixed for next 
spring. Originally it meant to 
be attended solely by permanent 
officials; but we learn now that 
the Free State Government proposes 
to be represented by at least one member 
of the Executive Council. It seems that 
the Dublin authorities are anxious lest 
the permanent officials should not pay 
sufficient attention to some of the matters 
which the Free State delegation hopes to 
raise at the Imperial Conference proper. 
It is more: than likely that the other 
Dominions also will desire to be. repre- 
sented by somebody more responsible than 
permanent officials. Quite probably, there 
fore, the preliminary meeting will be 
virtually a plenary conference in itself, 
although the Premiers of the several 
Dominions will not be present. The Free

of appeals to the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council. This matter was raised 
at the last Imperial Conference in 1926, 
but by general consent it was left im 
abeyance, on the understanding that it 
would be dealt with next year. Mr.

that the right of appeal not only is out 
of date, but actually constitutes a restric- 
tion of Dominion sovereignty.

The Pibroch. 


Mr. Seton Gordon is esteemed to be 
among the best living writers on Nature. 
He has explored the archipelago of 
Spitzbergen ; but he is chiefly at home in 
the Scottish Highlands, and he is happy 
when he is telling how he came upon 
rubus saritilis on Sgurr Dearg or describ- 
ing the habits of the golden eagle among 
the Cairngorm hills. His newly-published 
book, ‘‘The Charm of Skye,”’ depicts, in 
all its natura] fascination, the great 
island in which Cuchulain learnt the 
irade of arms from.a Highland amazon, 
and over the moors of which the guns 
to-day are busy. ‘The most remarkable 
chapter in the work, however, is that 
wherein Mr. Gordon unfolds the romantic 
story of the MacCrimmons, that noted 
family of pipers. A tradition, characteristic 
of many that spring from accidents of 
name, has it that the MacCrimmons are 
descended from an Italian musician of 
Cremona; but Mr. Gordon, with other 
scholars, favours the opinion that they 
sprang from a royal Irish progenitor. As 
far back as the thirteenth century the 
records of the family in the islands run. 
It was in the seventeenth century, how- 
ever, that the most renowned composers 
of the house flourished. .Many famous 
pibrochs—as the classical pipe tunes are 
called—date from that age: pibrochs that 
might be battle pieces, or airs to keep 
the rowers of a galley together, or satires, 
salutes, gathering tunes or laments. At 
Boreraig, near Dunvegan, the MacCrimmons 
maintained their college. From all parts of 
Scotland and Ireland pupils came. The 
course ‘required seven years of study, and 
every student was required to memorise 
195 pibrochs. When a pibroch was to be 
composed, the musician would abstain 
from food until it was complete, although 
the task might occupy some days. In a 
cave above the sea at Boreraig he would 
march to and fro, fingering his chanter 
and perfecting the air, from the pre- 
liminary urlar; or theme, to the final 
variation, - called eérunluadh amach. 
Diplomas were given by the MacCrimmons 
in the eighteenth century to their most 
successful pupils. These documents, 
sealed with the MacCrimmon seal, bore 
designs which represented Dunvegan 
Castle, MacLeod’s galley, and various 
musica] instruments, with the name of 
the holder, and the dates of his entrance 
to, and departure from, the college. * At 
the present time,” as Mr. Gordon 
observes, “ piping is not taken so 
seriously, and there are few Highland 
families who have in their service a really 
good player,” The pibroch proper has 
gone out of fashion; not one has’ been 
written for fifty years.

years. Dorchester House generally lacks 
historical interest, but one grim story is 
told of. its ballroom. When, in the 
‘seventies, it was known that Nasr-ed-Din 
Shah Khajar was to visit Queen Victoria, 
the nation eagerly looked forward to the 
coming of the first Persian monarch to set 
foot on English shores; nor can it be 
said that His Majesty disappointed them. 
Even to-day the ditty, “ Have you seen the 
Shab, boys?” is not forgotten wholly, and 
at the time the eccentricities of the 
successor of Cyrus thrilled where they 
did not shock. Not the least among them 
was the picturesque presence of the State 
Executioner, who attended the Shah 
wherever he went. Speculation, however, 
became rife when it was remarked that 
two of the imperial entourage, who were 
known to have displeased their master, 
mysteriously disappeared. Rumour de- 
cided that the two offenders had been 
beheaded by the executioner in the ball- 
room of Dorchester House, and a mild 
interest is experienced to-day whether or 
not the bodies of the unfortunate Persians 
will be found when the mansion is de- 
molished. In modern Persia the new 
Pehlevi dynasty, in the person of Riza 
Khan, is cleaning up the Augean stable 
that was left by the degenerate Khajars. 
Among the most interesting features of 
our times is the rise of eastern nations 
from their long decay. Mustapha Kemal 
in Turkey and Riza Khan in Persia are 
bringing order out of chaos and infusing 
civilisation into their lethargic country- 
men,

WAVES.”’ 


MR. YEATS’S NEW BALLET 
PLAY. 


A packed house, a varied programme, a 
new ballet-play by Mr. Yeats, and a very 
distinguished audience, all conspired to make 
last night at the Abbey Theatre live iu the 
memory. This is the first new play by Mr. 
W. B. Yeats to be staged at the Abbey 
Theatre for two years, and the fact that it 
was to. be a ballet-play, with masic by 
George Antheil, and with the masks pre- 
viously used at a performance in Amsterdam, 
made the occasion one of unusual interest. 

The audience included His Excellency the 
Governor-General and Mrs. McNeill, together 
with members of the Executive Council, and 
many persons prominent in the political, 
artistic and intellectua] life of Dublin. The 
very atmosphere of the theatre seemed to 
mark a special occasion, and the enlarged 
space reserved for the orchestra drew atten- 
tion to the fact that the Abbey Theatre was 
about to witness something novel in its bis- 
tory. 

It may be said at once that “ Fighting the 
Waves” lived up to the anticipations of 
everyone. At the fall of the curtain the 
audience gave free rein to its enthusiasm, 
and, in response to a 
call for the author, 
Mr. Yeats summarised 
the _ performance. 
“Your thanks are 
due,” he said, “to 
the actors, the pro- 
ducer, the musician, 
the dancers, and the 
mask - maker. My 
part has heen but 
small.” What, in 
fact, Mr. Yeats has 
done is to provide a 
écenario — a story, 
upon which all the 
other artists could 
work their embellish- 
; ee ments. In song, in 
dance, in recitative, and in music, the tragic 
story of Cuchullain and Emer is placed b. 
fore an audience. The story is not told in the 
accepted sense, nor is it acted in the usual 
theatrical sense; but nevertheless no one can 
witness “Fighting the Waves' without, being 
absolutely aware of the dramatic content, and 
feeling the emotional thzill. 


A FINE PERFORMANCE. 

The ballet opens with Cuchulain fighting 
the waves “in a frenzy of grief; for he 
has killed his son.” Follows the singing of 
some of the beautiful lyrics by Mr. 
Stevenson, and, as the curtains are parted, 
the figure of Cuchulain is disclosed lying on 
his bed, “ attended by his wife, Emer, and 
another.” When the Goddess Fand dances 
in an effort to entice him away, she is 
defeated by the love of Emer. _ Bricriu 
demands that Emer shall renounce her love, 
and when she agrees, Cuchulain awakes to 
go into the arms of Eithre Inguba. The 
curtain falls upon Fand’s dance of despair 
among the waves.

The chorus of approval of Mr. Snowden’s 
inflexible policy at The Hague continues 
to increase in volume, and his usually 
most vigorous political opponents are 
giving him full measure of the praise 
which is his due. There is no doubt that 
his action, swiftly supported as it was by 
Mr. Macdonald’s telegram, will prove a 
tremendous asset throughout the whole 
country in the Labour Party’s favour. The 
tension at The Hague appears to be sub- 
siding, and, concurrently with the easinc 
of the situation, is a disposition to 
acknowledge Great Britain’s claims for 
fairer treatment. At to-morrow’s resump 
tion of business will come the crucial 
test whether the other Powers are pre- 
pared definitely to admit those claims and 
to amend the Young plan accordingly 
Should the Conference break down. the 
position six months hence will be a serious 
one. In such an event the Dawes scheme 
probably would break down, and Germany 
would claim the indulgence and postpone- 
ment that that scheme provides for her. 
This would quite upset European Budgets, 
and might lead to a financial crisis. 


Cotton Stoppage. 


Complete deadlock in the Lancashire 
cotton industry is entering on its third 
week, and to-morrow at Manchester should 
decide the vital question whether arbitra- 
tion is to be accepted or the dispute fought 
to a finish. The employers still insist 
that wages must come down, but they 
seem to be weakening im their origina! 
insistence for 2s. 6d. in the £. It is hoped 
in Manchester that compromise mar 
provide a solution, and there. are already 
suggestions that an Arbitration Court of 
five should be set up, with Lord Hewart, 
the Lord Chief Justice, as chairman. The 
four other members would be appointed 
by the respective sides, two each represent. 
ing employers and employed. It is hardly 
possible to conjecture what will be the 
outcome of to-morrow’s meeting, but a 
great deal of hope is pinged on the results 
of Mr. Macdonald's Edinburgh conversa- 
tion with the representatives of the em- 
ployers. 


Evacuation of the Rhineland. 


It ig stated that the Government have 
decided to withdraw all British troops 
from the Rhineland before Christmas, 
irrespective of what happens at The Hague 
Conferenc® and that that decision is to 
be announced immediately at The Hague 
to the Allied and German Governments. 
The namber of British troops now 
stationed in the zone is about 6,000, and 
Germany would be loth to see them de- 
part, leaving France in possession. The 
quartering at home of such a large influx 
of soldiery will not be as difficult as might 
appear, notwithstanding that the ample 
Curragh is no longer available, and that 
Aldershot and the environs are full. 
There are a few isolated barracks in the 
country unoccupied, but the bulk of the 
Rhineland army would be sent to 
Catterick, in Yorkshire, where upwards of 
three millions have been spent in the last 
three years or so for the creation of a 
great military centre, which in due course 
will be known as the Aldershot of the 
North. 


London Milk Prices. 


Despite official appeals, the London milk 
trade has defied the Government and re- 
fused consumers a further month’s supply 
at summer prices. The winter price of 
7d. has been enforced, although the Food 
Council, after a most careful dnquiry, re 
ported ‘that there was no justification for 
such an advance in price before the be- 
ginning of September. It was on that re- 
port that the Government department 
concerned asked the trade to stay its hand, 
but that request was met by a point- 
blank vefusal. The incident is tound to 
strengthen the intention to introduce early 
legislation, giving the Food Council 
specific powers for the control of food 
prices. 


Lord Byng at Seotland Yard. 


When Lord Byng was appointed Chief 
Commissioner of the Metropolitan Police 
last November, there was some adverse 
criticism of the choice, but during his 
short year at Scotland Yard he has made 
his office memorable by many striking re 
forms in the working and organisation of 
the police. His greatest work has been 
the purging of the force, with the whole- 
hearted co-operation of the police them- 
selves, of elements which, if not checked. 
threatened to make it a byword, and has 
thus restored to ii public confidence, 
which was beginning to be shaken. So 
effective was the West End “clean up” 
that we have seen the end, most probably, 
of one of the worst features of the night 
club scandals. The augmentation of the 
flying squad, and its equipment with a 
new type of light, very fast car, fitted with 
the most up-to-date wireless, is now 
almost complete, this being another im- 
portant move for which Lord Byng must 
be given credit. 


Royal Air Force. 


Under the short service commission 
scheme, which has been introduced into 
the Royal Air Force to prevent what 
would otherwise mean stagnation in the 
promotion of those holding permanent 
commissions, a hundred young officers 
will be required in the course of the 
next few months. Service is for five 
years on the active list and for four in 
the reserve. Accepted candidates, during 
probation as pilot officers, wil] receive 
pay at the rate of £273 a year, which 
is inereased to £343 on promotion to 
fiying officer, in both cases free rations, 
quarters, etc., being allowed. A _ sub- 
stantial gratuity is made on completion 
of service, and, while in the force, facili- 
ties are given these young officers {cr 
study to prepare themselves for civil life. 
and assistance is given them im seeking 
employment when they join the reserve. 
A strictly limited number are selected at 
the end of the five years for permanent 
commissions. 


Travel Association. 


New offices at the corner of Haymarket 
and Pall Mall, East, have been opened 
by the Travel Association of Great 
Britain and Ireland, which intends to 
carry on an active campaign to improve 
travelling facilities and make journeys 
by all forms of transport as comfortable 
as possible. Tt is proposed to issue an 
autumn calendar of forthcoming events, 
including all fixtures of national, sport- 
ing, or general interest. At the invita- 
tion of the Earl of Derby and the Execu- 
tive Committee several representatives of 
important railway, steamship, hotel and 
tourist companies have recently joined 
the association. 


South Wales Shipyards. 


South Wales~siipping yards, which 
have suffered badly from the prevailing 
trade depression, have heen further hit 
by a number of contracts for ship repairs 
going to Rotterdam firms. No fewer than 
twelve Welsh concerns tendered for the 
work, but their prices were so high that 
the vessels were taken elsewhere for over- 
haul. Some of the North-East coast yards 
also tendered, but, although their figures 
were more favor than. those of the 
Welsh shipbuilders, they were considerably 
in advance of the Continental estimates. 
The diversion ef the work will mean the 
loss to South Wales of many thousands of 
pounds in wages.

A DIVERSITY OF OPINION, 

From Kevuter’s Corresponpent. 

THE HAGUE, Tuesday... - 
While the Financial Commission is the 
chief object of attention, sight has not 
been lost of- the important problems con- 
fronting the Political Commission and of. 
the conversations which are daily taking 
_ between Mr. Arthur Henderson, M. 
riand and Dr, Stresemann, who are 
striving to find a basis of agreement on 
two ticklish questions, which are admitted 
to be a hindrance to the pacification of 
Europe. 

These questions are the evacuation of 
the Rhineland and the formation of a 
Commission of Control in the occupied 
area. On neither of these points has an 
agreement yet been reached, and it appears 
that the diversity. of opinion between the 
French and German points of view is still 
as wide as it ever has been and that Mr. 
Henderson’s mediation has not yet sur- 
ceeded in reconciling them. 

The German standpoint is well known, 
wnd has been clearly expressed on various 
occasions, that Germany has a. moral 
right to the immediate evacuation of “the 
Rhineland, as she has fulfilled all. her 
financial! obligations and gthose arising 
from the Treaty of Versailles. “Conse- 
euently Germany cannot agree to the 
evacuation being made a business deal, 
hut regards it as a matter of international 
ethics. 

No German Government, Dr. Strese- 
mann has told M. Briand, could survive 
a day unless it received at The Hague a 
definite promise that France is ready to 
evacuate the Rhineland before the end of 
the year. 


THE CONTROL COMMISSION. 

On the question of the Control Com- 
mission fer the occupied regions, the 
diversity of the German and French 
points of view is even greater, with Mr.

MR. CHURCHILL AND THE 
KMPIRE’S RECORD.

MONTREAL, Tuesday.

President Cosgraye, proposing the toast of 
“Our Guesis, Ma that the first visitor 
they had in this country from France was [3t. 
Patrick, coming on a friendly mission imbued 
with sentiments of Christianity, whose work 
remained to-day the most remarkable and 
outstanding feature of their history. 

He’. mentioned .other Frenchmen whose 
names figured in Ireland’s history, and said 


Aw de Triomphe in Paris was that of an 
Irishman, General Dillon. Ireland's associa- 
tion with France had extended over centuries, 
and there were many links binding the two 
countries. The people of Ireland had borne 
arms in the service of France. “They had the 
regiments of Sarsfield and of Lally and, 

rhaps most rémarkable of all, General 
McMahon. They had the closest association 
with France of one of their national heroes— 
Theobald Wolfe Tone—and the songs of 
Ireland bore tribute to the remarkable 
fidelity and soldierly qualities of Clare’s 
Dragoons. Coming down to more peaceful 
times, they had now in Paris an ‘association 
called the Franco-Irish Chamber cf Commerce, 
the head of which was Monsieur Boudeville, 
who at present was .responsible for removin 
unnecessary material from the streets o 
Dublin. 

They had to acknowledge the kindness and 
honour that the Irish police had accorded: to 
them when they visited Paris on their way 
back from visiting His Holiness Pope Pius 
the Eleventh in October last year. They had 
gracing their festive board a beautiful vase 
presented to the Civic Guard by the President 
of the Republic @f France. They had at all 
times entertained the most kindly feelings of 
friendship with the French people, and, with 
that, peculiar idiosyncrasy which characterised 
many international relations, the French 
showed their great friendshin by beating the 
Free State at the Horse Show. (Laughter 
and applause.) 

t was a great pleasure to meet Colonel 
Faralicq and Major Morard; and to have that 
opportunity of reciprocating the hospitality 
shown to the officers and men of the Civic 
Gaard in Paris. 

EXILES IN FRANCE. 

Colonel Faralicq, in reply, said his chief, M. 
Chiappe, had desired him to come to Dublin, 
as he was not able to leave Paris himself at 
present. Ireland had always been sacred to 
the French. people. They learned our 
history at school and in books and in the 
Press. He knew the history of the Irish 


exiles in France, and of the close ties which 


bound the two countries together: for such a 
long time: He had& conjured up in his 
imagination a picture ®f Ireland, its lakes and 
mountains, strands, and its relics of ancient 
glory, such as the ruins of- Glendalough and 
its round towers. His experience had proved 
that the picture in his imagination was cor- 
rect. It was a beautiful country. When he 
visited it three years ago there were signs of 
the trouble through which the country had 
passed, “The people were not as gay as they 
expected them to be. Now they were gay 
and bright, and there were. many signs that 
Jreland was marching forward rapidly 
towards happiness and prosperity. (Ap 
plause. ) 
THE BALLSBRIOGE CONTEST. 

Referrmg to the wonderful crowds at the 
Horse Show at Balisbridge, Colonel Faralieq 
said that when the contest in the end was 
between Ireland and France it did not matter 
which had won, because both were the same. 
(Laughter and applause.) Irish horses and 
horsemanship impressed him most favourably. 
He was struck by the wonderful work done 
in sport and physical culture by the Garda’ 
Siochana. Sport made police what they ought 
to be—brave, strong, virile and active. They 
would try to imitate that example in Paris. 
He and his colleagues had had a most 
pleasant. time during their stay in Dublin. 
‘hey had been honoured by President 
Cosgrave, who was respected everywhere ov 
the Continent, and the Ministers, particularly 
the Minister for Defence, who spoke admir- 
able French. 

Praising the work for sport done by the 
Guards, Colonel Faralicq said sport not only 
developed men, but brought nations nearer 
to each other. Lliternational sports meetings 
broke down prejudices between peoples. He 
would need te speak for a long time to ¢x- 
press the sentiments of his heart towards 
treland, (Applause.) 

SPORT AND PEACE. 

Proposing the’ toast of “ International 
Sport, ’ (leveral W. R. E. Murvhy, Assistant 
Commissioner, said that one of the greatest 
factors, making for international peace vas 
international sport. The position of Ireland 
in international sport was no mean one. Some 
time ago when it was decided to hold a big 
international games meeting in Berlin and to 
invite three other countries, Ireland was cue 
of the three countries included. That was a 
tribute to the reputation which their lLrish 
boxers had won on the Continent. Their 
athletes had done a great deal to broadcast 
thé name of Ireland throughout the world. 
They conid, he thought, begin to hold up 
their heads as organisers of international 
sport in this country. Expert drivers and 
prominent English journalists had told him 
that the recent motor race in the Pheonix 
Park was the most perfectly organised race 
they had ever attended. Then they had the 
élite of the cavalry of the great nations’ of 
the ‘world competing in the Horse Show. 
These officers came here, and went homie 
advocates and propagandists for Ireland.

by a relatively. small Board or Commission 
of General Staff officers, as originally con- 
templated by the President. 

The gossip is that Mr. Hoover has now 
learned that every branch of. the Service is 
on the defensive, and determined to resist 
any attempt to effect retrenchment at their 
expense, although some of their activities 
may duplications. 

A COMPLICATED PROBLEM. 

The truth of the gossip may be indicated 
in Secretary Good’s explanation of the deci- 
sion to call upon the adhe General Staff for 
suggestions, because he says the problem is 
a complicated one, which should be dealt 
with. by men who have made it a life study. 
He insists that ng sweeping reorganisation 
of the Army is proposed, and that there is 
no idea, at present at least, of eliminating 
any branches of the Service. 

Secretary Good points out that. the 
development of the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps, the. Reserve Officers 
Training Corps, expansion of the 
National Guard, and the creation of the 
Army Air Service has added from £15,000,000 
to £16,000,000 a year to the cost of the mili- 
tary establishment, without replacing or per- 
mitting the elimination of any other activity. 

THE VALUE OF GAVALRY. —. 

Similarly the Secretary defends the main- 
tenance of the cavalry hranch, asserting that 
if. mountainous and rough countries the 
cavalry is the only means by which men can 
be transported quickly te deliver an attack. 

In response to a suggestion that substantial 
savings might be effected in the Coast Artil- 
lery Corps, the War Secretary declared that 
the cost of maintaining the coast defences, 
which represent an investment of more than 
forty million pounds sterling, is negligible. 
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AMERICAN PAYS £55,000 FOR 
“ BLUE BOY.”

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

It is announced that Romney’s '' Blue 
Boy” has been purchased by an American 
collector in Long Island for £55,000. The 
painting formerly belonged to Mr. W. 8S. M. 
Burns, of London, a nephew of the late Mr. 
J. P. Morgan. ; 

[Note—Romney's ‘‘ Blue Boy” is some 
thing of a mystery picture. The subject is 
Master Tennant, son of J.ieutenant-Colonel 
W. Tennant, of Ashton Hall. Staffordshire, The 
painting was exectited in 1789, and Romney 
records in his diary that he received fifty 
guineas for his work, Authorities disagree 
on the point as to whether it has ever been 
exhibited in public. According to one expert, 
it was exhibited by Sit Charles Tennant at 
the Winter Fxhibition at Burlington House, 
London, in 1893. Another says that it has 
never been shown in public, but it certainly 
appears that the owners permitted no repro- 
duction until recently, when it was. photo- 
craphed. The history of the picture ‘is 
obscure, Wher it passed out of the Tennant 
family is not definitely known, but it even- 
tually came into the possession of Mrs. 
Burns, sister of the late Mr..J. Pierpont 
Morgan, from whom it was inherited by his 
son, Mr. Walter F. Burns. Mr. Burns sold it 
in 1926. and it appears to have been through 
seyeral hands since them.] 
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MAJOR-GENERAL SIRS. R. RICE, 
K.C.M.G.,. C.B. 


The death took place suddenly at Hove on 
Sunday of Major-General Sir Spring Robert 
Rice, K.C.M G., C.B. 

He was the second son of Mr. S. Rice, and 
was born in 1388, at Marlhall, near Cashel, 
County Tipperary. Hz entered the Royal 
Engineers in 1877, and was appointed a 
captain in the following year. Eight years 
later he was made « major, and. in 1903 was 
promoted to the rank of’ lieutenant-colonel. 

From 1892 to 1905 he was adjutant of the 
School of Military Engineering. In 1909, a 
year after receiving the rank of. colonel, he 
was Chief Engineer ef the Coast Defences, 
"Southern Command. He was next appointed 
Chief Engineer of the Aldershot Command, 
a position which be held until the outbreak 
of the Great War. In 1916 he was attached 
te the Headguarters Units as Engineer-in 
Chief, and in 1917 he Was transferred to the 
Forth Garrison Command, 

He served with distinction both in the 
South African war and in the Great War. 
He was mentioned four times: in despatches, 
and, as well as receiving the Queen's Meds! 
with three clasps and the Kings Medal with 
four clasps, he was made a Brevet Licutenant- 
Colonel for his services in. the South African 
war, During the Great War he was 
mentioned six times in despatches. For dis- 
tinguished service he was made a Major- 
General, a Knight Commander of St. Michael 
and St. George, and a Commander of the 
Order of Leopold. In addition, he was pre- 
sented with the Croix de Guerre. 

He ‘married in 1905 Mary ' Dalrymple, 
daughter of Major Dancer, R.A., and widow 
of H. Scannell. ' 


THE HON, PAULINE CRANSTOUN,

SfX LARGER WORKS. 

The real prosperity of the industry in this 
country was almost confined to six works, 
now producing over 100 millions cubic feet 
sr annum. In the past fourteen years these 
few works had increased their output by 51 

, and, while the total increase in 

f gas consumers for the whole 

ountry. was about 40,000 in the same period, 
approximately 30,000 of the increased figures 
were accounted for by these works alone; 

f these,-again, almost 80 per cent. were to 
the credit of Dublin and Belfast. 

Turning to the returns of works producing 
from 50 to 100 millions per annum, he 
found the average increase (1914-1928) had 
been only 21 per cent. Of these works they 
had only seven in Ireland. The thirteen 
works producing from 2 to 50 millions 
showed an improvement of ló per cent. The 
fourteen works of from 10 to 20 millions had 

better figure of 20 per cent., while the 
fifteen works which produced from six to 

10 millions each year showed an increase 
{ 5.7 per cent. 

Speaking generally, he found that the

ricity undertakings started since the war 
years. 

COMPETITION OF ELECTRICITY. 

During the period under review many gas 
managers had been faced with competition 
rom electricity.for the first time in their 
xperience, and the advent of the modern oil 
ooker also provided a competitor which had 
o be met. He had the pleasure of replacing 
many oil cookers in. his district-with modern 
as cookers during the past year or two, and 
e was sure that other managers could tell 
the same story. 

Now: that the Shannon electricity scheme 
was so jar advanced, many of their members
